A major shift has taken place in the annual gathering of United Methodists in Nebraska. 
For as long as I can remember, Annual Conference centered around the legislative 
process of approving the many programs, resolutions and financing of a Conference 
budget. United Methodists have their share of characters that would rival Terry Car- 
penter & Ernie Chambers when it comes to debating social issues! 

A few years ago, however, more emphasis began to be placed on workshops and speak- 
ers that were focused on empower our ministry. This year, following the theme of 
"Come to the Great Banquet", our studies looked at the spirituality and ethics of food, 
global food connections & poverty. Did you know that there are over 2000 scripture 
that deal with food & poverty in the Bible? 

The focus of all our legislative work this year is a new structure for the Annual Con- 
ference. As of Dec. 31, 2008, all Conference committees, except those required by the 
Book of Discipline, will cease. A "Common Table" has been adopted which is made up 
of representatives from three ministry groups: Leadership Development, Congrega- 
tional Transformation, and Risk Taking Mission & Justice Ministries. Rather than adopt a 
line-item budget, each ministry group has one fund to distribute among the ministries it 
oversees. 

Over the next six months, the Common Table and the ministry groups will review all 
of the previous Conference ministries they represent, asking, "Does this ministry fulfill 
our mission statement? If so, how best can it be accomplished and funded?" Based on 
the results of this inquiry, the future shape of the Nebraska Conference will emerge. 

The Common Table has been in process for three years, and it was evident that good 
groundwork has been laid. The new plan and its budget were overwhelmingly adopted 
with only minor amendments. 

This is a huge leap of faith for a Conference that has been known to debate the word- 
ing of proposed committee programs as if the Kingdom of God were in jeopardy. The 
old way hasn't worked well for a long time. There was no focus to what we were do- 
ing. 

There are times when a leap of faith is exactly what God asks us to take, and that time 
is now. The Apostle Peter did it when Jesus told him to get out of the boat & walk 
across the water; Moses did it when God told him to return to Egypt; and now it is our 
turn. 

The purpose of the Nebraska Annual Conference is to "make Disciples making a Differ- 
ence" through lay & clergy leadership development, congregational transformation & 
risk taking ministry. Whatever shape emerges for the ministries of the Conference, 
they will all have that purpose in mind; that in our local churches we too will be able to 

make Disciples making a Difference. Rev. If Ian
